destro y ed by fire. 
The rain was ac­ 
co mpanied by a heav y hail which was 
so sev ere that co rn was to m do wn 
and windo w panes were bro ken o ut o f 
many ho uses. 
Lightning struck the large barn o n 
the farm near Gings, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Will Arno ld and family reside. 
The building was fired by the bo lt and 
destro y ed so o n after the rain sto p­ 
ped. 
The structure co ntained a large 
quantity o f grain, hay and o ther im­ 
plements so that the lo ss, it is believ ­ 
ed will reach fifteen hundred do llars. 
There was no liv e sto ck in the"barn at 
the time. 
The farm and buildings be­ 
lo ng to Emma Ging o f this city . 
The 
lo ss is partially co v ered bv insurance, 
taken under a co mpany which is rep­ 
resented by the Allen & Xipp agency . 
Lightning also „ struck the 
large 
barn o n the Lewis Go rdo n farm in 
Washingto n to wnship, ; lo cated o ne 
mile east o f Xipp’s mill. 
The struc­ 
ture did no t catch fire fro m the bo lt, 
but it was badly damaged. 
The bam 
was so badly to rn up that it will be 
necessary to co mpletely o v erhaul it. 
The Iqss has no t been estimated by 
the o wner. 
During the same sto rm lightning 
also hit the J . W. Gartin ho me o n the 
Ideal Sto ck farm, no rtheast o f the 
city . 
The bo jt struck the chimney , 
but instead o f entering the ho use, it 
glanced o ff o n to the ro o f and to re a 
large ho le in it. 
All o f the members 
o f the Gartin family 
were in 
the 
ho use at the time. 
They were stun­ 
ned and badly frightened, but no 
o ne suffered any injuries.

J ames Also p reside, the hail sto nes 
were so large that they bro ke o ut 
windo w glasses in the ho use.

W ashington, July 8.—Dr. H arvey W. 
W iley, chief of the bureau of chem ­ 
istry of the agricultural departm ent, 
who is one of the incorporators of the 
Non-Smokers P rotective League, of 
Am erica, talked freely about the plans 
and purposes of the organization. 
He 
conceded the right of anyone to drink, 
sm oke, chew or dip snuff In the pri­ 
vacy of his own home, but m ade the 
sam e startlin g prediction th at w ithin 
fifteen years there would be nothing 
of the sort done in public. 
The pure food expert called atten ­ 
tion to the fact th a t even now “college 
students, a brand of anim al th at is not 
noted for daintiness or regard for the 
feelings of others, will craw l beneath 
a grandstand to take a pull from the 
bottle th at curses.” In fifteen years it 
is th e 'doctor’s idea, th at any m an who 
w ants to sm oke will have to m ake a 
concession 
to 
public sentim ent by 
craw ling into a hole, or retiring to his 
own home. 
“A m an,” said the doctor today, 
“has a perfect right to drink, chew or 
dip snuff in his sanctorum , but he has 
not the shadow of right to inflict un­ 
wholesom e sm oke and his vile breath 
on the com m unity at large. 
T here 
should he a law strictly enforced by 
the authorities, prohibiting sm oking 
and chew ing in public places, or on 
cars w here other persons, non-sm ok­ 
ers, are obliged to be.” 
T hen the expert branched out and, 
speaking medically, m ade the sta te ­ 
m ent th at “no person could suffer 
from sunstroke who had not been a 
sm oker or boozer.” 
This, 
the 
doctor 
thought, 
was 
proved by the fact th a t farm ers suf­ 
fered but little from the heat, although 
they w ere out in the sun all the time. 
“B ut,” he said, “take a m an whose 
system is full of nicotine or alcohol, 
and the m om ent the sun’s rays hit 
him good, lie sim ply crum ples up, and 
som etim es gives up the ghost.”
